The protest 
continued non-stop, gathering miomentum day by day. It turned into a movement and reached its 
climax in 1952. The government outlawed all sorts of public meetings and rallies to stop it. 
The students of Dhaka University defied the law and brought out a peaceful protest processian on 21 
Febru 1952. ‘When the procession reached néar Dhaka Medical College, the police opened fire on 
the students, killing Salam, Rafiq, Barkat, Safiur and Jabbar. As a result, there were mass protests all 
over the country and the government had to declare Bangla as a state language. This kindled the

Munier Chowdhury was born in 1925 at Manikganj, Dhaka. He was a Ban ladeshi educationist 
-|playwright, literary critic and political rebel. Mr. owdhury graduated from Dhaka Collegiate School 

in 1941. He attended Aligarh Muslim University and later Studied English literature for his Bachelor 
degree and Masters at Dhaka University. In 1954, he received a second Masters degree in Bangla. He 
was passionately devoted to the Bangla Language Movement. Munier Chowdhury started his career in 
teaching at Brojolal College in Khulna and worked there from 1947 to 1950. Later he worked for some 
time at the Jagannath College in Dhaka in 1950. After that, he joined Dhaka University in 1950 and 
taught both in English and Bangla language Rp a ere between 1950.and 1971. He became a 
Professor in 1970 and the Dean of the Faculty of Arts in 1971. Munier Chowdhury activel 
participated in the Language Movement in 1952.arid was imprisoned by the Pakistan government. He 
wrote his famous symbolic drama 'Kabar' in Bangla during his imprisonment. On 14th December 1971 
Munier Chowdhury, and.a large number of Bangalee intellectuals, educators, doctors and engineers 
were pod from their houses and later tortured and executed by the Pakistan army and its 
Bangalee collaborators Al-Badar, Al-Shams only 2 days before the end of the Liberation War. His body

Albert Einstein, the greatest scientist of the twentieth century and one of the supreme intellects of all 
time, was born on March 14, 1879 in the city of Ulm in Germany. He attended high school in 
Switzerland and became a Swiss citizen in 1901 

He was appointed an examiner at the Swiss Patent Office in 1902. He served at this 
years.

Shahidullah Kaiser was born on 16 February 1927. He was a Bangladeshi novelist and writer. Kaiser 
was born in the Mazupur village (in present day Feni district) as Abu Nayeem Mohammad Shahidullah. 
He studied at Presidency College, Kolkata and obtained a Bachelors degree in Economics with 
Honours. Later, he enrolled himself in Master's of Arts at Kolkata University but did not finish that. 
Kaiser was active in politics and cultural movements from his student days. Following the formation of 
Pakistan in 1947, he joined the provincial Communist Party of East Pakistan. He started working as a 
journalist in 1949 with the Ittefaq in Dhaka. In 1952, he participated actively in the Language 
Movement. For his political role in the movement for protection of Bangla language. Kaiser was 
arrested on 3 June 1952. He was later jailed for three and a half years. Right after his release in 1955, 
he was again arrested and jailed on a political crackdown on activists. A few years later, he was 
released. In 1958, Kaiser joined as-an associate editor of the Daily Sangbad - a Bangla language daily 
- where he worked for the rest of his life. When the Military coup of 1958 put Ayub Khan in power, 
and martial law was proclaimed, Kaiser was arrested again on 14 October 1958 and remained in jail 
for four years till his release in September 1962. At the end of the Bangladesh Liberation War of 1971, 
the Pakistan Army and its local collaborators initiated a plan for killing the leading Bangalee 
intellectuals. As a part of it, Kaiser was rounded up on 14 December 1971. He never returned, nor 
was his body ever found.

THE 7TH MARCH SPEECH (33 94 serie) 


The historic speech of 7th March delivered by Bangabandhu Sheikh Mujibur Rahman, the Father 
of the Nation, bears a great importance in our national life. Following this decisive speech, people 
from all walks of life got prepared to take part in the Liberation War and finally achieved 
independence. Bangabàndhu delivered this speech on the 7th March 1971 in the then Race 
Course Ground (present Suhrawardy Uddyan). The Speech was addressed to a huge audience of 
millions of Bangalee people. The speech was greatly related to our national history. In this 
speech, Bangabandhu put up all the oppression and cruelty of Pakistani rulers to the huge 
audience, which inflamed their sense of reason.

BANGABANDHU SATELLITE-1 (x*r33$ »UICP?T129-5) 


Present age is the age of science and technology. Human civilization is going ahead rapidly on the 
wings of science and technology. Bangladesh is also trying to go with the world in this respect, 
Launching Bangabandhu Satellite-1 in the space is certainly a great step on the part of 
Bangladesh. Through sending the Bangabandhu Satellite-1 to the orbit, Bangladesh has become 
the 57th country to launch a geostationary communication satellite. 


The Bangabandhu Satellite-1 is the first Bangladeshi geostationary communication and 

broadcasting satellite. It was manufactured by Thales Alenia Space and launched on 11 May 
. 2018. The project is being implemented by Bangladesh Telecommunication Regulatory 

Commission (BTRC) and was the first payload launched by a Falcon 9 Block 5 rocket of SpaceX. 
Bangladesh government formed a government-owned Bangladesh Communication Satellite 
Company Limited, BCSCL with the aim to operate the Bangabandhu Satellite-1. Bangabandhu 
Satellite-1 was launched from Kennedy Space Center on Merrit Island, Florida, the USA and it 
utilizes ground control stations built by Thales Alenia Space with its partner Spectra in Betbunia 
and Gazipur. The satellite is based on the highly secure and reliable spacebus 4000 B2 platform 
and currently located at longitude 119.09°E. It is named after the Father of the Nation— Sheikh 
Mujibur Rahman. 
The satellite is expected to play a great role in developing the socio-economic condition of our 
country. Experts and officials said the country's first geostationary communication satellite will 
primarily help in the expansion of Internet and telecommunication services in remote and rugged 
area which has still remained beyond the coverage. 
It will also save foreign currency expenditure while the local TV channels' huge viewership 
particularly in. the Middle East countries are expected to be its main commercial user. On the 
other hand, the country can earn foreign currency by renting the Bangabandhu Satellite-1 
transponder to other countries. - 
Bangabandhu Satellite-1 is a huge scientific and technological step on the part of Bangladesh.

DHAKA METRO RAIL (UI Gl aa) : 


‘Dhaka metro rail is an electrically operated railroad. It is the brainchild of Bangladesh's Prime 
Minister Sheikh Hasina. It was her political far-sightedness to reduce traffic congestion in the 
capital. The first phase of Dhaka Metro Line 6 from Diabari to Agargaon was inaugurated by the 
Prime Minister on 28 December 2022. It has begun commercia] operation since 29 ‘December 
2022. The second phase is scheduled to be completed by 2023. Finally, Kamalapur is expected to 
open in 2025. 

The main work of the Metro Rail Project started in August 2017. Bangladesh's strategic 
development partner JICA (Japan International Cooperation Agency) has funded 75 percent of.this 
mega project. And the remaining 25 percent is financed by the government of Bangladesh. The 
total cost of the project is Tk 33,472 crore.

The 2020 ICC Under-19 Cricket World Cup was an internati . : = cricket 
tournament that was held in South Africa from 17 January to 9 Februasy 2020. It was the 
thirteenth edition of the Under-19 Cricket World Cup, and for the second pb South Africa. 
Sixteen teams spit m pa groupa aiar wo pari \ the tournament. India were the defending 
Champions, Bangladesh cor ecame a Té 

tournament of 2020. new undisputed champion of the 
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The top eleven full members of the ICC at the 2018 World Cup qualified automatically for the 
2020 tournament, Ireland were the only full member to fail to qualify automatically. They were 
joined by the winners of the five regional qualification tournaments. Fifty teams took part in the 
qualification pathway matches during 2018 and 2019. Nigeria became the first team to win their 
regional qualification group, and qualified for the Under-19 Cricket World Cup for the first time 
in their history. Japan also qualified for the Under-19 Cricket World Cup for the first time in their 
histy. Canada, Scotland and the United Arab Emirates were the remaining three teams to secure 
qualification. 

The Under-19 World Cup was first staged in 1988 as the Youth World Cup. After a 10-year 
hiatus, the tournament returned to its present form and has been held as a biennial event since 
1998. India have been the most successful team, wie the title four times, including in 2018, 
Australia have won it thrice, Pakistan twice, while Bangladesh, England, South Africa and West 
Indies have triumphed once each. Two other teams New Zealand and Sri Lanka have made it to 
tournament finals. < 

In the first Super League semi-final, India beat Pakistan by ten wickets to advance to the final, 
with Yashasvi Jaiswal scoring an unbeaten century. In the second Super League semi-final, 
VEND ge ane beat New Zealand by six wickets, with Mahmudul Hasan Joy scoring a century. The 
third-place play-off match between Pakistan and New Zealand was abandoned without a ball 
being bowled due to rain. Therefore, Pakistan finished in the third place, after scoring more 
points than New Zealand in the group stage of the tournament. ' 
In the final, India batted first and were all out for 177 runs in 47.2 overs. Due to a rain 
interruption, Bangladesh were set a revised target of 170. runs from 46 overs, as per the DLS 
method, which Bangladesh chased down in 42.1 overs. i 
Bangladesh beat India by three wickets. It.was Bangladesh's first win in an ICC event at any 
level. PT 

Bangladesh played their maiden final while India, the defending champions, were looking to win 
the title of the event. Both teams came into the final with an unbeaten record. Young Tigers 
became the World Champions. With the win, Bangladesh have broken a long string of 
heartbreaks in tournament finals. :

LIBERATION WAR OF BANGLADESH (ieme xfeega) 


Freedom is the eternal desire of man. The spirit of revolution emerges from this desire. And this 
very spirit inspires man to achieve his freedom. We are the inhabitants of the independent 
Bangladesh. But it was not free in the past. Bangladesh lost her independence in the different 
phases of history. At last, the people of Bangladesh became free in 1971 from the Pakistani 
rulers after fierce fighting. This war started on 26 March 1971 and. continued till on 16 December 
1971. So, Liberation War is a memorable event in our national life. 

At first, Bangladesh lost her freedom in 1757 in the Battle of Plassey. After passing 200 years, 
the people of Indo-Pak subcontinent became free in 1947 from the British reign. This 
subcontínent was then divided into two parts - India and Pakistan. Pakistan became independent 
on 14 August and India on 15 August. 

However, our Bangladesh was under the government of Pakistan. Then it was known as East 
Pakistan. The mother-tongue of East Pakistan was Bangla. But the rulers of West Pakistan wanted 
to establish Urdu as the state language. The Bangalees could not tolerate it. In 1952, the 
Language Movement took place. The Bangalees ‘continued their revolutionary activities by 


sacrificing their. lives. to acquire the right to speak in their mother tongue. The people of 
' Bangladesh became successful. Again, the West Pakistani rulers wanted to violate the rule of 


democracy of the then East Pakistan. Mic 
In 1958, Ayub Khan promulgated Martial Law in East Bengal. At that time, Sheikh Mujibur 


. Rahman, the greatest leader of Bangladesh raised his six points against the undemocratic and 
- oppressive rule of Ayub Khan which shook his throne. 


In the Election of 1970, the Awami League won absolute majority and had the legal right to form 
the government. The Pakistani rulers then changed their mood and started discussion with 
Sheikh, Mujibur Rahman and his party. But secretly, they began to conspire to perish the 
Bangalee nationalism. Yahia Khan postponed the National Assembly meet on March 1, 1971. It 
was to meet on March 3, 1971. Hearing the news, the people of Bangladesh burst into 


.tremendous rebellion. On 7 March 1971, Sheikh Mujibur Rahman delivered his speech 
, addressing the people of Bangladesh which worked as a source of inspiration to the unarmed 


people of the then East Pakistan. On 26 March 1971, Sheikh Mujibur Rahman declared the 
independence of Bangladesh. " 

On the 10 April 1971, at Mujibnagar, the temporary government of Bangladesh was formed. The 
Mukti Bahini and the Indian Forces jointly began to fight against the Pak army under the 
£uidance of the temporary government. Sheikh Mujibur was selected as the President of 
that government. f 

The Pak army attacked the innocent people of Bangladesh on the dark night of 25 March 1971. 


. They killed Bangalees, destroyed their houses, looted their property and tortured the women and 


girls barbarously. The war continued up to 16 December. During that time, a large number of 
intellectuals, doctors, journalists were killed by the brute army of Pakistan. B

There are two major types of energy source : renewable and non-renewable. Renewable energy is

. one coming from sources which are continually being replenished and.never run out: Sunlight; 


wind, rain, tides, waves, geothermal heat, etc. are the main sources of renewal energy. Most of the 
renewable energies come either directly or indirectly from the sun. Sunlight or solar energy can 
be used for heating or lighting homes, for generating electricity and for other commercial and 
industrial purposes. The sun's heat drives the wind and this wind energy can be captured with 
wind turbines to produce electricity. Then the wind and the sun's heat cause water to evaporate. 
When the water vapour terms into rain or snow and flows downhill into rivers or streams, its 
energy can be captured as hydroelectric energy. 
Along with the rain and snow, sunlight causes plants to grow. Plants produce biomass which. 
again can be turned into fuels like firewood, alcohol, etc. identified as bioenergy. 

Scientists have identified Hydrogen as another form.of renewable energy source. It is the most 
abundant element in nature. But it does not exist separately as a gas. It is always combined with 
other elements like oxygen to make water. Hydrogen, separated from another element, can be 
burned as a fuel to produce electricity. : 

Our Earth's interior contains molten lava which gives off extreme heat. This heat inside the Earth 
produces steam and hot water which can be tapped as geothermal energy to produce electricity 
for heating homes, etc. : nd :

WORLD CUP FOOTBALL-2022 (feast U498—3023) 


The 22nd edition of the FIFA World Cup Football 2022 was an international football tournament 
contested by 32 nations. It took place in Qatar from 20 November to 18 December 2022. It was 
the first World Cup held in the Arab World. It is the first-ever Football World Cup to be held in 
winter. 


The tournament's top teams were Brazil, France, Portugal, Argentina, England, Germany and 
Spain. Other teams who looked promising were Netherlands, Senegal, Morocco and Croatia. Two 
Asian teams Japan and South Korea came up with high hopes. l 

It was the most costly tournament so far in the history of football. Qatar spent over USD 220 
billion in the last 12 years on infrastructure and related works for hosting the FIFA World Cup. 
Additionally, like other pervious editions, the 2022 FIFA World Cup had shocks and surprises 
galore. Among the many noteworthy facts about this tournament was that no team in the eight 
Eroups could win all three of its matches. patar ended up being the first host nation to lose all of 
its three group stage matches. It is also the first World Cup where teams from all six populated 
continents managed to enter the knockout rounds. i 

The World Cup claimed many shocking events like Saudi Arabia defeated Argentina by 2-1 goals. 
Japan defeated Germany at the knockout round. Morocco brought tears to Spain. Besides, 
Morocco protected its victory over Portugal in the quarterfinals: Croatia knocked tournament 
favourite Brazil out of the World Cup. 
They beat the five-time champions 4-2 in a penalty shoot-out in the quarterfinals. The score was 
even after 120 minutes.

England won the FIFA Fair Play Award. Richarlison'e stunning scissor kick against Serbia had 
been voted the best goal of the 2022 World Cup.

I read books of poems with much delight. Kazi Nazrul Islam is my most favourite poet. He is 
known as a rebel poet. In fact, he is the national poet of Bangladesh. 
Nazrul Islam was born in an aristocratic Muslim family on Jaistha 11, 1306 BS at Churulia of 
Burdwan in West Bengal. He lost his father in his early life and had to ee through poverty. 
He received his primary education at the local primary school. He fled away from home to Asansol 
and became a baker's boy. There he drew the attention of a Sub-Inspector of Police who brought 
him to his village home at Trishal in the district of ay ene He made all arrangements for his 
education. But after sometime, Nazrul went back to Asansol and got admitted to a high school. 
When the First World War broke out, he, joined the war and became a Havilder. He came back 
after the war and was hailed as the rebel poet of Bengal. è 
Even as a boy, Nazrul Islam composed verses for theatrical parties known as the 'Letto' parties. 
His verses were, studded with Arabic and Persian words. During the war, he sent from military 
camps some pecs and prose articles. These were published in the Bangla Magazines of 
Calcutta. His first published poem ‘Mukti’ and prose writing 'Baunduler Atma Kahini' created a’ 
great sensation. His famous poem 'Bidrohi' was first published in 1328 BS. This was a 
sensational composition which was a landmark in Bangla poetry. Nazrul was imprisoned for one 
year for his poem 'Agamani'. Soon his important works including 'Agni-Bina' and 'Bisher Banshi' 
were published in quick succession. Nazrul was a versatile genius. He was not only a poet, but 
also a novelist, a dramatist, a story writer and a musician. All his works-have a universality of 
appeal.

The infrastructure of the oS a significant technical skills in many mosques as well as 
early Islamic monuments. Baked bricks were used for the construction of the buildings. The planning 
of the city was dominated by the tradition of Islamic architecture and the decorations were.a 
combination of Mughal and Turkish architecture. 

Khan Jahan built a network of roads, bridges, puse buildings and reservoirs to make the ci 
habitable. There were about 360 mosques in the city. Among them the most remarkable is the multi- 
domed Shat Gambuj Mosque. The mosque is unique in the sense that it has 60 pillars that support the 
roof, with 77 low ey omes. The 4 towers at 4 corners have smaller domes at the top as well. The 
vast prayer hall has 11 arched doorways on the east and 7 each on the north and south for light and 
ventilation. It has 7 aisles running along the length of the mosque and 11 deep curves between the 
slender stone columns. These columns de ort the curving arches created by the domes. The 
thickness of the arches is 6 feet and have slightly narrowing hollow and round wall. 

The west wall in the interior has 11 'mihrabs' (niche in mosque pointing towards Makkah). These 
mihrabs are decorated with stonework and terracotta. The floor of the mosque is made of brick. 
Besides being used as a prayer hall, Khan Jahan used the mosque as his court too. Today, it is one of 
the greatest tourist attractions and one of the best architectural beauties of Bangladesh.

Humans can neither change the sun's radiation nor the earth's orbit.around the sun..But they can 
control the increase in the amount of greenhouse gases and its effect on the atmosphere. Only. during 
the last hundred years the carbon dioxide concentration has been raised alarmingly in the atmosphere

The main cause of the increase in carbon dioxide level in the atmosphere is the burning of fossil fuels. 
Since the end of the 19th century, industrial activities increased rapidly giving rise to many factories. 
These factories required energy, which, was produced through the combustion of coal. Besides coal, 
other sources of energy such as mineral oil and natural gas were also burned to heat our houses, run| ` 
cars and airplanes or to produce electricity. Nowadays, about 85 million barrels of crude oil are 
burned daily. Every time a fossil raw material is burned; it releases carbon dioxide into the air. 
Therefore, it is clear that more and more greenhouse gases like carbon dioxide are. being generated 
worldwide by humans. Moreover, we are also strengthening the grecnhause effect by deforestation, 
which means cutting down trees. Every year enormous areas of forests are destroyed by. people to 
obtain wood and to clear regions for mining and to create pasture. This loss of the forest: Causes dual 
problems. Trees that are burned up release large volumes of carbon dioxide gas into the air. On the 
other hand, as forests absorb a lot of carbon dioxide from the air and deliver oxygen instead, we also

The vg is unique in the sense that it has 60 pillars that support the 
roof, with 77 low height dons The 4 towers at 4 corners have smaller domes at the top as well. The 
vast prayer hall has 11 arched doorways on the east and 7 each on the north and south for light and 
ventilation, It has 7 aisles running along the length of the mosque and 11 P curves between the 
slender stone columns. These columns support the curving arches created by the domes. The 
thickness of the arches is 6 feet and have slightly narrowing hollow and round wall.
